Poets have written the songs of thc 


sea and of the bold men who accept 
thc challenge of thc vast white watery 
waste. And, though we have come far 
tincc bur copper-colored 
aborigines 


first gazed in awe at the gray sail of 
the ships of Columbus, thc spirit of 
rnen who go down to the seas hasn't 
changed since Homer's day. Listen 
to this: 


"Then the sub fired a shell from 


SO yards away, and the shop rolled 
over. I jumped into thc leaky boat . . 
and for 11 days we alternated in 
bailing out water. The two boals kept 
close together most of the time ... We 
signaled a plane overhead and got 
no answer . . . For three, days there 
was no wind . . . then we saw smoke 
and a ship picked us up . . I guess 
we could have stood it another three 
days—after that no food." 


That is an excerpt from thc story of 


a survivor of a merchant vessel sunk 
off the Atlantic coast. A leaky boat 
—no friendly wind to fill a crudely 
improvised sail—and down to the last 
mouthful of food! 


But a few days ashore, and the 


same men shove off again. 


These men wear no uniforms. No 


gold braid. Just old nondescript cloth- 
es, thc kind many of us send to 
the church rummage sales. They arc 
grizzled by wind and weather, or 
soiled with (he grime of Ihe 
boilers 


they stoke as their ships churn on 
through waters where a torpedo may 
find the bowels of their boat at any 
moment. 


There is plenty ot MacArthur in 
these men. 


More than 100 merchant ships have 


been sunk by submarines oft Amer- 
ican shores since we entered thc war. 
About half of them were American 
craft. Many of the ships, indeed most 
of them, were not even armed. Arms 
or no arms, when the day came for 
these ships to sail there were men 
who stepped forward to sail them. 


Most of us are people of the soil, 


and did nol realize thc work that 
these men were doing until the war 
brought it home to us. Now they are 
vital lo all we hold dear. They main- 
tain the life lines across remote oceans 
to our men on the world's fighting 
fronts, carrying the tanks and planes 
for the men to fight with, and trans- 
porting the men themselves. 


They have seen Ihe limbs of their 


comrades shattered by torpedoes and 
shell fire. They have kicked about in

Seven Japanese bombers dropped 


from 25 to 30 bombs on the Darwin 
airdrome but caused no damage or 
casualties, the communique said. It 
said one United Nations plane was 
reported missing but its crew was 
jrobably safe.

Philippines—A War Department bul- 
etin reported that Japanese planes

Soldiers' Pay 
to Be Boosted 


Senate Votes to 
Raise It From $21 
to $42 a Month 


WASHINGTON -(/?)- The Senate 


voted, 73 to 0, Monday to increase the 
starting pay of Uncle Sam's "buck 
privates" from $21 to ?42 a month. 


The measure, which now goes to the 


house, increases the base pay of en- 
listed men all along the line, adjusts 
allowances for other personnel in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Geodetic Survey and Public 
Health Service, and equalizes pay in 
the ranks of the army and navy. It 
was the first basic change proposed in 
the rate of army pay since 1922. 


No provision is made for increasing 


the pay of commissioned officers, with 
the exception of second lieutenants of 
the army and naval ensigns, whose, 
annual base rate would be moved up 
from $1,500 to $1,800. 


Senator Johnson (Dem., Col., chair- 


man of a subcommittee which studied 
the bill for six months, described the 
increases as "very moderate." 
He 


said he was surprised lo find "the 
Australians are still a couple of jumps 
ahead of us," paying their privates 
$62.10 a, month.

That's a frequently-asked question. 


It isn't as simple as that. India's- 


360,000,000 people are split into iival '" 
often antagonistic racial, religious, po- 
litical and economic groups. What kind 
of "self-government" will please all 
these factions?

For instance, the All-India Congress ""i 


led by Mahatma Gandhi and Pandit* 
Nehru, fights for independence or 
failing that, something like dominion 
status, with government hi the hands 
of the people. The All-India Congiess '' 
is comprised of people of the Hmdu>! 
religious faith. But there are 80,000,000 • 
Moslems in India. They are violently 
opposed to any form of government 
which would make them a hopeless 
minority in a sea of Hindus. 


Moslems Fc»r Hindu Dominance 
Moslems happen lo include some of 


the best fighting races of the country 
who have always stood by the British! 
and filled the ranks of thc Indian 
army. Thc'Sikhs, another fighting lace 
are Hindus, but are linked up with 
a religion different from the one the 
bulk of Hindus practice. 


Even in the teeming millions of Hin- 


dus, there s no solidarity, because 
there ^ are some 35,000,000 "untouch- 
ables," the pariahs out-casts who may 


%* 


not worship in the same temples, as 
those of higher castes, who may not 
go to the same schools, drink'fiom 
the same wells, or even cast their 
shadows across the persons of Hindus 
of higher castes. 


There is a parallel between the sit- 


uation in this world war and the last 
one. In the first world war, as in this 
one, India contributed over 1,000,000 
soldiers to the Allied cause. 


In that war, as in this one, they serv- 


ed in many sectors—Europe the Near 
East, Irak, Africa. 


After two years of passivity, then

Portland Rallies 
to Protect Vital 
Industries

PORTLAND, Ore. — They do not 


need any stirring to war effort in 
Portland. On any phase that may 
be mentioned, they're ahead of you. 
The city had its first "blackout" Oc- 
tiber 31 and there has been training, 
changing this and changing that ever 
since, until now they're on n basis of 
blacking out the entire area in o5 
seconds. 
And they know they can 


do it. 


There's a war industrial boom on. 


Retail department store sales have 
been increasing from a modest ten per 
cent as of April, 1041, to the present 
cracking 40 per cent increase over a 
year ago. Upon n normal population 
of some 350,000 there has been an in- 
pouring of 50,000 to 60,000 more as ship- 
yards, airplane establishments and 
other industries arc expanding. The 
figure may reach 100,000 before the 
year is out. 


There's a housing shortage. City 


property will probably be used for the 
erection of temporary houses. Work- 
ers, dislocated by the automotive shut- 
down in Michigan, have come here in 
droves, and immediately found jobs in 
other industrial work. 


Expansion and conversion are every- 


where. And, recognizing the import- 
ance of employing every civilian 'tool 
available in the area, a special or- 
ganization was sot up to bring this 
about, to prevent shut-downs and to 
place contracts in small shops. This is 
the Oregon War Industries, Inc., which 
goes after the little fellow, and any 
little shop that can do a job is given 
one to do. 


Women are playing a big role in 


Portland's civilian defense. 
They'll 


do anything. One organization of 200 
came to Mayor R. Earl Riley and vol- 
unteered to furnish sandwiches and 
hot coffee to men who were standing 
guard on various establishments of i 
military importance. They furnished 
their own transportation, prepared 
their own food and were on their 
way. 


35,000 Trained as Air Wardens 
There are 35,000 trained men and 


women in the volunteer air warden i 
service. Training started here in Jan- 
uary 1941, long before Pearl Harbor, 
and headed by Arthur L. Fields, chair- 
man of the Civilian Defense Commit- 
tee, the folks of Portland have been 
working ever since. Fields, incidental- 
ly, was the biggest Chevrolet distribu- 
tor in the Northwest, but he didn't 
sulk whe nhis business was knocked 
out by the war. He just devotes .ill 
his time to Civilian Defense. 


From the usual central control of 


the air-raid service, the Portland or- 
ganization extends to the point of 
motor-cycle riders 
to cover 
areas 


which cannot be reached by tele- 
phone. There are 40 fire-hocses in 
Portland and each one of them has 
at least 100 volunteers attached to it, 
all of whom have been or are being 
instructed as auxiliary firemen. Some 
of the graduated volunteer firomcn 
purchased their own auxiliary trucks 
last year. 
| 


This is a vital area with its vast 


lumber industry, shipyards and other 
industrial works and the great forests 
stretching off into the mountains, cap- 
ped by stately Mt. Hood. And the 
civilians have rallied to protect it. 


The work, however, has been large- 


ly state and local. Needed supplies 
from the C'CD have not arrived, and 
such as arc on hand have been con 
tributed through local support. 


Everybody is in it. Mayor Riley 


dashes from meeting to meeting and 
smiles encouragement to all volun- 
teers. Disruption of family and so- 
cial life is accepted as part of what 
is going on, which happens to be a 
war.
